They are not 
all violent as most people believe." In fact, "Many of them 
could be people just like your or me," says Kephart. 

The Cave Dwellers opens at 8 p.m., on Tuesday, April 1 and 
runs through Sunday April 6. Director Libby Kephart is music 
director at the Stage Door Cabaret in Annapolis.
